TIBERIAS. — Archacologists 
of the Government Antiquities 
Department and the Hebrew | 
University, among them Prof. 
M. Stekelis Prof. B. Mazar, 
and Dr. A. Biran, yesterday 
visited the site where a ske- 
leton of a Neanderthal man 
was found in a cave in Wadi 
Abud.
